My  LORD, 


YOUR  Lordffiip’s  fituation  renders  any 
apology  for  troubling  you  with  this 
addrefs  wholly  unneceffary  :  On  the 
contrary  the  office  which  your  Lordffiip  bears, 
and  the  prefent  fituation  of  the  Colony,  to  which 
it  relates,  give  it,  if  I  miftake  not,  peculiar 
propriety.  If  it  at  all  help  your  Lordffiip, 
in  forming  a  judgment  on  the  fituation  of  affairs 
in  the  Colony  of  Gr-n-da  ;  or  if  it  be  produc¬ 
tive  of#any,  the  leaft  fervice,  to  that  Colony,  I 
ffiall  not  think  my  poor  labour  mif-fpent. 
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Your  Lordfliip  is  no  ftranger  to  the  unhappy 
difputes  which  have  long  fubfifted  in  Gr-n-da* 
however  you  may  miftake  their  true  fource  : 
Whatever  be  that  fource,  it  is  not  now  my  inten¬ 
tion  to  trace  it.  The  legality ,  the  jufiice ,  the 
expediency ,  of  the  meafure,  by  which  the  French

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Your  Lordfhip  has  no  doubt  heard  of  the 
recent  difference  between  L — t — t  G — v — r 

F — -m - ce,  and  his  M - y’s  Council  of 

Gr-n-da.  If  I  am  not  egregioufly  mifinform- 
ed,  your  Lordfhip  has  not  only  heard  of  it,  but, 
as  far  as  you  were  informed,  previous  to  the 
receipt  of  the  account  of  the  fufpenfiori  of  Six 
Members  of  that  Board  by  the  L — t — t 
G — v — r,  you  approved  the  conduft  of  the 
Council  in  the  mod  explicit  terms.  If  it  fhall 
be  found,  that  the  lublequent  arbitrary  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  L — t — t  G — v — r,  againft  the 
Council,  have  not  rendered  them  more  culpable 
than  they  then  appeared  to  your  Lordfhip  to 
have  been,  I  cannot  permit  myfelf  to  doubt,  that 
they  will  receive — what  they  will  be  intitled  to — ■ 
a  continuance  of  yourLordfhip’s  countenance  and 
protection.  Firmly  perfuaded  as  I  am  of  this, 
I  will  lay  before  your  Lordfhip  a  brief  (late  of 
that  difpute  ;  and  if  I  mif-flate  a  Angle  fa6t,  if 
I  omit  any  thing  neceffary  to  form  a  true  judg¬ 
ment  of  it,  as  truth  and  juftice  are  my  only 
aims,  I  call  upon  Mr.  M — tl — d,  who,  as 
agent  for  the  Ifland  of  Gr-n-da,  muft  be  pof- 
felled  of  all  the  materials  in  this  matter,  to  cor¬ 
rect  me.  Any  obfervations,  which  I  may  occa-

fionally  make  on  thofe  fads,  will  be  my  own  ; 
and  how  far  they  may  be  well  or  ill  founded,, 
your  Lordffiip's  judgment,  and  that  of  the  Pub¬ 
lic,  fnuft  determine. 

When  Adm — ftr — n  had  finally  determined 
on  that  meafure — -the  admiffion  of  the  French 
Roman  Catholic  inhabitants  of  Gr-n-da  and  the 
Gr-n-d— s  to  a  fhare,  as  well  in  the  legifla- 
tive,  as  the  executive  part  of  the  government 
of  thofe  Iflands — inftruftions  were  tranfmitted 

to  the  C - r  in  C — f,  declaring  his 

M— y’s  r-s-1  will  and  intentions,  that  his  new 
fubje&s  remaining  in  thofe  Iflands,  and  profeffing 
the  religion  of  the  Church  of  Rome,  Jhould  be 
capable ,  during  his  pleafure ,  of  being  appointed 
Members  of  the  Council  of  the  faid  Iflands, 
and  of  beinn;  elected  into  the  lower  Houfe  of 
Aflembiy,  and  of  holding  and  enjoying  offices 
of  trtift,  without  being  obliged  to  make  and 
fubfcribe  the  T 'eft,  under  the  following  limitati¬ 
ons  *, — that  is  to  fay, — That  the  number  of  fuch 
Councillors  fliould  not  exceed  Two,  at  one  and 
the  fame  time — that  the  number  of  fuch  perfons 
in  the  Aflembiy,  at  one  and  the  fame  time,fhould 
not  exceed  Three — that  One  might  be  appointed 
a  Puifne  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas — 

and 
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and  that  One  might  be  admitted  into  the  Com- 
miffion  of  the  Peace,  for  each  town,  parifh,  or 
diftrift:  And  the  G— v — r  was  required,  with 
the  advice  and  confent  of  the  Council ,  to  take 
fuch  meafures,  for  the  due  execution  of  what  was 
thereby  declared  to  be  the  r — 1  will  and  plea- 
fure,  in  regard  to  the  faid  lower  Houfe  of  Ajfemlly^ 
as  fhould  be  molt  effectual  for  anfwering  the 
r — 1  intentions  therein  ;  and  alfo  to  take  the 
necefiary  fleps  for  the  appointment  of  One  of 
the  new  fubjefts  to  be  a  Juflice  of  the  Peace  in 
each  town,  parifh,  or  diftrict :  But  with  regard 
to  the  appointment  of  the  Two  Councillors,  or 
the  Judge,  the  inftru&ions  were  totally  filent . 

Upon  the  i6th  of  February  1769,  Three  of 
thefe  new  fubjefts  were  accordingly  admitted  to 
take  their  feats  in  the  Affembly  of  Gr-n-da, 
without  fubferibing  the  Pefl,  and  Seven  of  them 
were  appointed  Juftices  of  the  Peace  in  that 
Ifland. 

At  the  fame  time  the  L — -t — t  G — v — r 
wanted  to  appoint  Two  of  them  to  be  of  the 
Council  •,  and,  as  he  is  bound  by  the  K — ’s 
commifiion  and  inftruftions  to  him,  to  take  the 
advice  and  confent  of  the  Council,  he  then  con- 
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fulted  that  Board  upon  the  fubjedt :  But  they 

were  of  opinion,  that  the  C — - r  in  C— f 

was  not  authorized  or  required  to  make  fuch 
appointment  5  and  that,  from  the  tenor  of  the 
late  inftrudhons,  it  rather  leemed  to  be  the  in¬ 
tention  of  the  C  n,  to  referve  that  nomination 

to  itfelf,  at  fuch  time  thereafter,  as  his  M - y 

fhould  think  proper.  Upon  'this  the  L— t— t 
G— v— r,  although  much  difappointed,  faid  he 

would  write  to  the  S - -y  0f  S— e  for  the 

C - s,  on  the  fubjedt. 

Letting  this  matter  reft  here  for  the  prefent, 
I  muft  now  beg  leave  to  inform  your  Lordfhip 
or  fome  other  tranfadtions,  which  may  be  pro¬ 
per  to  be  related  to  you  in  this  place  ;  becaufe 
they  may,  perhaps,  help  to  explain,  and,  in  fome 
fmall  degree,  account  for  the  condudt  of  the 

L  c  1  G- — v — r  towards  the  Council  after 
they  happened. 


By  the  K — ’s  inftrudtions  to  the  C - r 

in  he  is  authorized,  in  cafe  it  fhall  ever 

happen,  that  there  be  lefs  than  Seven  Members 
of  the  Council  refiding  in  Gr-n-da,  to  appoint 
as  many  perfons,  out  of  the  principal  inhabitants 
thereof  as  fhall  make  the  number  of  Coun¬ 
cillors 
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cillors  Seven,  and  no  more ;  and  they  are  to  con¬ 
tinue  Councillors,  until  confirmed  by  the  C — n, 
or  others  be  appointed  under  the  K — ’s  fignet 
or  fign- manual,  or  until  there  be  Seven  of  the 
Council  upon  the  IJland .  This  is  the  only  inflruc- 

tion  which  gives  the  C - r  in  C — r  a 

power  to  name,  and  this  is  the  only  cafe  in 
which  he  can  legally  name  Councillors. 

Upon  the  26th  Day  of  Auguft  1768,  there 
being  then  only  Six  Members  of  the  Council  re- 
fiding  in  the  Ifland,  the  L — t — t  G — v — r  wa3 
pleafed  to  appoint  his  Private  Secretary  G — e 
L — n — d  S — t — n,’Efquire,  to  be  a  Member 
of  the  Council. 

Who  this  Mr.  S — t — n  is,  and  what  is  his 
character,  your  Lordfhip’s  knowledge  and  infor¬ 
mation  may  perhaps  render  unneceffary  for  me  to 
tell  you — Other  confiderations  may  render  it 
improper — I  will  only  be  bold  to  tell  your  Lord- 
fliip  what  he  is  not .  Know  then,  my  Lord,  that 
he  is  not  one  of  the  principal  inhabitants  of  Gr-n-da ; 
and,  therefore,  whatever  other  pretenfions  hs 
might  have  had,  from  being  the  principal  ad- 
vifer  and  director  of  the  L — t — t  G — v — r’s 

political 
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political  conduct,  I  venture  to  pronounce  his 
appointment  to  have  been  improper. 

The  Council,  notwithftanding,  rather  than  be 
fuppofed  to  treat  the  L — t — t  G — v — r  dif- 
refpedtfully,  acquiefced  ;  and  Mr.  S — t — n  fat  as 
a  Member  of  the  Council,  from  the  time  of  his 
appointment,  till  the  24th  of  Auguft  1769  ;  be¬ 
fore  which  time,  by  the  arrival  of  Two  of  the  ab- 
fent  Councillors,  the  number  of  refident  Mem¬ 
bers  became  Eight*  notwithftanding  which,  Mr. 
S — t — n  continued  to  exercife  his  fundlions  as 
a  Member  of  the  Council.  The  Council,  there¬ 
fore,  took  this  matter  into  confideration  •,  and  came 
to  the  following  refolution,  after  an  enquiry  into 
the  inftruftions  before  adverted  to. 

“  His  Honour  the  G-— v* — r,  having,  on  the 
ct  26th  day  of  Auguft  1768,  in  conformity  to

46  the  Aid  inftruclions,  nominated  and  appointed 
G — — e  L— n— d  S — t— n,  Efq;  to  be  a  Mem- 
4t  ber  cf  this  Board,  there  being  then  only  Six 
Members  of  the  Council  refiding  in  the  Ifland  ; 
and  his  M — — y  having,  by  a  fubfequent  ap- 
pointment,  compleated  the  number  of  Coun- 
cillors  for  this  Ifland,  Eight  of  whom  are  now 
u  refiding  in  the  Ifland:  The  Council,  there- 

3  “  fore. 
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<c  fore,  is  of  opinion,  that  the  appointment  of 

“  the  faid  G - e  L — n — d  S — t — n,  Efq*,  has 

“  ceafed,  as  the  Council  is  otherwiie  compleat 

“  and  that  the  faid  G - e  L — n — d  S — t — n, 

“  Eiquire,  continuing  to  fit  and  vote,  would 
“  be  an  exprefs  violation  of  the  conftitution  of 

<c  this  Colony,  as  eftablifhed  by  his  M - y’s 

cc  commiffion  and  inftrudtions,  and  might  ren- 
ic  der  all  their  proceedings  illegal.” 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  fay,  that  previous 
to  this  meafure,  the  intention  of  the  Council 
was,  from  a  principle  of  delicacy,  communicated 
to  the  L — t — t  G — v — r  •,  who,  thereby,  had 
an  opportunity  given  him  of  preventing  it,  by 
a  recommendation  to  Mr.  S — t — n  to  vacate  his 
feat. 

Soon  after  the  refolution  above-mentioned  was 

taken,  the  L — t — t  G — v - r  and  Mr. 

5 — t — n  Werit  into  Council ;  and  the  Prefident 
of  that  Board,  J— n  G— h-m,  Efq;  communi¬ 
cated  to  them  in  form  the  refolution ;  and  the 
inftrudtions,  on  which  it  was  founded,  were  read 

to  them.  The  L — t — t  G — v - r  urged  to 

the  Council  fuch  arguments  as  had  fuggeited 

themfelves,  or  had  been,  by  his  advifers,  fug- 

gelled 
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gefted  to  him,  for  the  continuation  of  Mr. 
S — t — n’s  appointment  :  In  vain  were  they 
urged.  —  The  Council  thought  they  had  done 
their  duty  *,  and,  therefore,  remained  inflexible. 
The  L — t — t  G — v — r  then  declared,  that  he 
confidered  what  they  had  done,  as  a  perfonai  in- 
fult  to  himfelf. — This  had  as  little  effedt  •, — and 
at  length,  Mr.  S — t — n,  finding  the  protedtion 
of  the  L — t — t  G — v — r  infufficient  for  his  ille-

gal  continuation  in  the  Council,  condefcended  to 
defire  leave  of  the  L — t — t  G — v — r  to  refign 
his  feat,  which  being  as  condefcendingly  grant¬ 
ed,  the  pacific  Mr.  S — t — n  was  pleafed  to  with¬ 
draw. 

I  fhall  trouble  your  Lordfliip  with  little  on 
this  part  of  the  L — t — t  G — v— - r’s  conduct ; 
— I  fhall  only  fay,  that  if  he  confidered  what 
the  Council  had  done,  as  a  perfonai  infult  to 
himfelf,  that  confideration  might  have  had 
feme  little  influence  on  his  fubfequent  treatment 
of  the  Council. 

I  now  beg  leave  to  recall  your  Lordfhip’s  at¬ 
tention  to  the  fubjedt  of  the  L — t — t  G — v — r’s 
attempt  to  introduce  Two  French  Roman  Catho¬ 
lics  into  the  Council.  Your  Lordfliip  will  re¬ 
member, 
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member,  that  on  the  1 6th  of  February,  it  reft- 
ed  with  the  L — t — t  G — v — f’s  faying,  that  he 

would  write  to  your  Lordfhip,  as  S - y  of 

S— e  for  the  C - s,  on  the  fubjedt *,  and  no¬ 

thing  more  was  heard  of  it  from  that  day,  till 
the  24th  of  Auguft  1769,  the  very  day  on 
which  Mr.  S — t — n  refigned  his  feat  in  the 
Council. 

Upon  that  day  the  L — t — t  G — v — r,  with¬ 
out  any  previous  information  to,  communication 
or  confultation  with  the  Council,  or  with  any 
Member  thereof,  declared  in  Council  his  inten¬ 
tion  to  appoint  one  of  the  new  Roman  Catholic 

fubjedls  to  be  a  Puifne  Judge  of  his  M - ’s 

Court  of  Common  Pleas.  This  the  L — t — t 
G — v — r  did,  in  defiance  of  one  of  the  principal 
laws  of  the  Colony  —  a  law,  conflicting  and 
eftablifhing  the  Courts  of  Judicature  in  Gr-n-da, 
called  there  the  Court  Aft*  which  was  patted  by 

the  G — v — r,  C - 1,  and  Afif — b — y,  and 

was  confirmed  by  the  K — ’s  molt  excellent 
M - y. 

This  law  provides,  that  the  Court  of  Com¬ 
mon-Pleas  in  Gr-n-da,  fhall  confift  of  a  Chief 
Juftice,  and  Four  Puifne  Juftices  *,  and  that  they 
fhall  all  take  the  oaths,  -  and  fublcribe  the  decla¬ 
ration 
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ration  againft  Tranfubftantiation,  commonly 
called  the  Tejl.  The  Court  was  then  full,  and 
was  compofed  of

I  humbly  conceive,  my  Lord,  that  the  K — 
himfelf  cannot  now  difpenfe  with  this  act. 

And  yet,  whilft  it  exifted  in  full  force  in 
Gr-n-da,  did  the  L — t — t  G — v — r  attempt 
to  appoint  one  of  the  French  Roman  Catholic 
fubjecls  to  be  a  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Com¬ 
mon  Pleas,  as  appears  by  the  following;  extract, 
which  I  tranfcribe  verbatim  from  the  J — rn-ls  of 
the  C — nc — 1 :

and  confent  of  this  Board  for  fuch  appoint-

<c  The  Board  is  of  opinion,  that  they  cannot 
cc  give  their  confent  to  fuch  appointment  of  the 
<c  faid  R — e  de  St.  L — r — t;  as,  by  the  aft 
“  of  the  legiflature  of  the  faid  Iflands,  for  efta- 
“  blinking  the  faid  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  fuch 
“  Court  is  to  confift  of  One  Chief  Juftice,  and 
4C  Four  Afliftant  Juftices  •,  which  number  is  now 
“  compleat,  and  the  aft  is  in  force  till  the  14th 
“  Oftober  1770.” 

The  L — t — t  G — v — r,  in  order  to  furmount 
the  objeftion  of  the  Council,  which  was  founded 
on  the  Court  Aft,  faid  he  had  received  the 
K — ’s  order  to  make  the  appointment;  and  that 
order ,  being  pojlerior  to  the  aff,  it  fo  far  difpevfed 
with  it. 

Now,  my  Lord,  as  the  L — t — t  G — v — r 
never  produced  the  order,  I  am  at  liberty  to 
doubt  the  truth  of  his  affertion.  I  do  really 
doubt  it ;  and  I  not  only  doubt  it,  but  I  firmly 
believe  he  had  no  fuch  order.  Elfe,  what  rea- 
fon  could  he  have  for  not  producing  it  ?  Had 
{he  Council  become  unworthy  of  fuch  a  mark  of 

the 
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the  L — t — t  G — v— r’s  confidence  ?  Or  were 
they  bound,  implicitly,  to  believe  every  thing 
he  was  pleafed  to  tell  them,  however  extraordi¬ 
nary  or  improbable  it  fhould  appear  to  them  to 
be,  when  it  was  in  his  power  fo  eafily  to  convince 
them,  and  to  put  it  pad  doubt  ?  But,  my  Lord, 
whether  I  am  well  or  ill  founded  in  this  belief, 
your  Lordfhip  can  tell  ;  fince  yon,  and  you  only, 
muft  have  tranfmitted  the  order  in  queftion  to 
Gr-n-da,  if  it  ever  went.  If  no  fuch  order  was 
ever  tranfmitted,  then  I  boldly  declare  that  the 
L — t — t  G — v — r  has  abufed  the  truft  and  con- 
iidence  which  the  K —  his  mafter  has  repofed 
in  him  —  he  has  abufed  your  Lordlhip  and 
he  has  grofsly  infulted  the  Council  of  Gr-n-da.

But,  my  Lord,  is  it  neceffary  for  me  to  fay, 
that  if  any  fuch  order  had  been  received  by  the 
L — t — t  G — v — r,  it  could  not  have  had  the  ef- 
fe£t  which  he  contended  for  ?  No,  my  Lord  ! 
I,  as  a  Britifh  fubjeft,  know  it  could  not  have 
difpenfed  with  a  pofitive  law.— Your  Lordihip 
knows  it  too. — The  L — t — t  G — v — r  ought  to 
have  known  it ;  and  lorry  am  I,  that  there  is 
any  man  in  the  Britifh  dominions,  in  authority 
under  the  C — n  too,  who,  at  this  day,  dare$ 
avow  a  do&rine  fo  fiavifli  and  fo  defpotic. 


The 
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1  lie  L— t — t  G — v — r,  however,  finding 
this  attempt  ineffectual,  relinquilhed  it  *,  and 
one  would  have  imagined,  that  a  man  of  com¬ 
mon  prudence  would  have  availed  himfelf  of  the 
experience,  which  he  had  thus  acquired,  of  the 
temper  and  difpofition  of  the  Council,  and  have 

flopped  there - but  no  !  that  would  not  fuf- 

fice  •,  and  the  L — t — t  G — v — r  would  hazard 
another  trial  of  the  fteadinefs  and  integrity  of 
the  Council  — with  what  fuccefs,  your  Lordfhip 
will  quickly  fee.

For  in  the  fame  manner  he  next  informed 
them,  that  he  had  appointed  Two  of  the  new  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic  fubjefts  to  be  of  the  Council  ;  and 
that  they  attended  to  be  fworn  in.  The  Coun¬ 
cil  remonftrated  to  him  “  that  their  number  was 
tc  compleat — that  there  were  Twelve  Members 

“  of  the  K - ’s  own  appointment,  Eight  of 

cc  whom  were  then  prefent ;  • — that,  by  the 

<c  K - ’s  inftruCtions,  the  L — t — t  G — v — r 

<c  can,  in  no  cafe,  appoint  any  perfons  to  be 
Members  of  that  Board,  but  when  there  ihall 
c‘  happen  to  be  lefs  than  Seven  Members  of  the

<c  which  diredt  that  he  fhall  execute  ail  things

46  redlions  given  him  by  that  commiffion  and 
“  thofe  inftrudlions,  or  by  fuch  further  powers, 
£C  inftrudtions,  and  authorities,  as  fliould  be  at 
64  any  time  thereafter  granted,  or  appointed

44  nual,  or  by  the  K - ’s  order  in  his  P - y

«  or  fo  much  as  pretended  to  have,  for  the  ap- 
44  pointment  of  the  French  Roman  Catholics, 
««  which  he  had  named  ; — that  although  by  the 

64  late  inftru&ions  his  M - -y  had  been  pleated 

44  to  declare  it  to  be  his  pleafure,  that  Tv/o  of 
tc  his  new  fubjedts,  at  a  time,  Jhould  be  capable 
44  of  being  Members  of  his  Council ;  yet  his 
— y  had  not  delegated  any  power  to  the 
cc  L_t_t  G — v— r  to  nominate  them  *,  fo  far 
44  from  which,  it  appeared,  by  the  tenor  of  the 

«  K- - ’s  inftrudtions,  that  his  M - y  did 

€C  not  intend  an  immediate  execution  of  his  will 
cc  in  this  particular,  but  to  referve  that  execu- 
<4  tion  for  fome  future  period  *,  for,  at  the  time 
that  his  M — — y  gave  his  G —v— r  exprefs 
<6  inftrudtions  *  to  take  fuch  meafures,  with  the

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advice  and  confent  of  the  Council,  for  the 
due  execution  of  what  was  there  declared  to 

be  the  r - 1  will  and  pleafure,  in  regard  to 

the  L-w-r  H — e  of  All* — b-y,  as  fhould 
be  moll  effedtual  for  anfwering  the  r - 1  in¬ 

tentions  therein,  there  was  a  total  filence  as 

to  that  part  of  the  K - ’s  intentions  which 

regarded  the  Council  \  and  no  inflrudhons, 
whatever,  were  then,  or  had  fince  been  i:iven 
to  the  L — t — t  G — v — r  to  execute  it.” 


To  thefe  reafons,  cogent  and  irrefragable  as 
they  were,  the  L — t — t  G — v — r  only  anfwered, 

44  That  the  S - y  of  S — te  had  written  to 

44  him,  that  he,  the  L — t — t  G  —  v — r,  was 
44  to  appoint  the  Two  French  Roman  Catholic 
44  Members  —  that  he  had  done  fo  —  and  that 

44  he  would  have  them  fworn.” - And,  having 

ordered  the  Interpreter  to  attend,  and  the  tranf- 
lation  of  the  oaths  to  be  ready,  he  with  great 
violence  of  temper  ordered  the  oaths  to  be  ad- 
miniftered  to  them.  This  being  about  to  be 
done,  the  Prcfident,  and  Five  other  Members 
of  the  Council,  finding  no  other  refource  left, 
to  avoid  the  illegal  mcafure  which  the  L — t — t 
G — v — r  was  about  to  take,  withdrew  them- 
felves  from  the  Council,  and  thus  defeated  it.

It  mull,  my  Lord,  to  every  impartial  man 
appear,  that  this  attempt  was  illegal  and  unjus¬ 
tifiable,  from  what  then  appeared  to  the  Council. 
From  what  I  now  know,  it  is,  if  poflible,  (till 
more  fo.  That  information  I  will  prefently  lay 
before  your  Lordfliip  :  At  prefent,  I  am  justify¬ 
ing  the  conduit  of  the  Council,  fairly  and  can¬ 
didly,  on  the  grounds  on  which  they  then  ailed. 
All  their  reafons,  founded  on  the  K - -’s  com¬ 

mission  and  inftruilions  to  the  C — d~r  in. 
C— f,  would  be  too  many  to  give  your  Lord  (hip, 
in  an  addrefs  of  this  nature :  Thofe  of  them  that 
were  neceffary,  and  were  fully  fufficient  for  their 
juftification,  I  have  briefly  laid  before  you. 

The  attempt  of  die  L— t — t  G — v — -r  then 
being  clearly  illegal ;  and  the  end  of  the  Council, 
—that  is— to  defeat  fuch  attempt— being  legal, 

proper,  and  neceflary  for  the  K -  ?s  fervice 

it  remains  to  be  confidered  whether  the  means 
they  purfued,  to  attain  that  end,  were  proper 
—If  they  were,  the  conduflon,  my  Lord,  mull 
be  obvious. 

And,  my  Lord,  I  cannot  but  confider  that 
the  fecefllon  of  the  Council,  for  that  day,  had 

become 
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become  the  only  means  by  which  they  could  de¬ 
feat  the  L  —  t — t  G — v — r’s  attempt.  His  vio¬ 
lence  had  tranfported  him  fo  far,  that  calm  rea- 
foning  had  no  longer  any  effect  on  him.  The 
Two  new  fubjedts,  who  v/cre  to  be  admitted, 
were  about  to  be  introduced,  and  the  oaths  to 
be  adminiftered.  Surely  it  would  not  have  been 
proper  for  the  Council  to  have  interpofed  by  vio¬ 
lence,  and  have  kept  them  out.  No  !  that  is 
not  pretended.  What  then  ?  —  Why  that  the 
Council  fhould  have  fat  peaceably,  whilft  the 
oaths  were  adminiftered,  and  then  have  entered 
their  difient  on  their  J — rn-ls.  This  notable 
expedient,  it  is  faid,  would  have  been  the  pro¬ 
per  one — but  I  have  not  yet  heard  any  one  fay 
what  would  have  been  its  confequence.  Was 
it  proportioned  to  the  end  it  was  intended  to 
anfwer  ?  Does  any  one  pretend  to  fay,  that  after 
the  Two  Members  had  been  called  in,  nomi¬ 
nated,  and  fworn  of  the  Council,  this  ingenious 
device  would  have  prevented  their  fitting  and 
voting  ? — And  if  it  had  not  that  eiTedt,  fhall  I 
afk  or  take  leave  to  pronounce,  that  it  would 
have  been  ineffectual  The  objection  would,  in 

fadt,  have  come  too  late;  for  as  the  K - -5s 

inftrudtions  make  the  conlent  of  the  Council 
frevioujly  neceffary  to  every  appointment  of  the 

B  3  G — v — r* 
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G— v — r,  that  confent  would  have  been  implied 
in  their  acquiefcence  ;  and  if  that  con  Tent  is 
necefifary,  previous  to  the  appointment,  furely 
ifw  the  Council  with-hold  their  confent,  the 
G — v — r  cannot  appoint. 

But  it  is  faid,  the  Two  new  Members  could 
cnly  have  fat  until  the  K — ’s  pleafure  could  have 
been  known  on  the  lubjedt.  Are  thofe,  who 
-reafon  in  this  way,  aware  of  confequences  ?  Need

it  be  faid,  that  a  G— v—r  of  a  Col— y  would 
frequently  wifh  to  be  able  to  add  One,  Two, 
Three,  or  more  Members  to  the  Council,  al¬ 
though  their  power  was  to  ceafe  immediately 
after  the  determination  of  a  particular  queftion  •, 
a  period  of  a  much  fhorter  duration  than  that, 
which  muft  elapfe  before  the  K — ?s  pleafure 
could  be  known.  — —  Befides,  my  Lord,  had 
the  Two  Members  fat,  every  meafure  of  the 
Council,  during  the  time  of  their  fo  fitting,  as 
a  branch  of  the  Legislature,  would  have  been 
of  doubtful  authority,  and  fubjedt  to  litigation  : 
And  are  not  the  dreadful  confufions,  in  which 
this  muft  have  involved  the  Col —  y,  forefecn  at 
one  glance  ? 

ifhe  fecefiion  therefore  of  the  Council,  my 
r>  Lord  * 
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Lord,  was  the  only  effectual  meafure  which  they, 
in  their  then  fituation,  could  take — it  was  the 
only  meafure,  which  was  not  pregnant  with  the 
moft  formidable  evil  confcquences  to  the  Colony 
— it  was  the  only  meafure,  which  could  com- 
pleatly  defeat  the  attempt,  on  the  very  inftant 
it  was  made  ;  and  which  could  not  be  attended 
with  any  one  inconvenience  to  the  Col — y. 

Here  then,  my  Lord,  I  will,  for  the  prefent, 
leave  the  Council  to  your  candour  and  judg¬ 
ment,  trufting,  as  I  moft  confidentially  do,  that 
they  will  receive  your  Lordftiip’s  fulleft  appro¬ 
bation  of  their  conduct. 

And  now,  I  will  lay  before  your  Lordfhip  the 
information  which  I  have  lately  received  ol  the 
ftate  of  the  L — t— t  G— v— r’s  inftruftions,  at 
the  time  when  he  ventured  upon  the  meafure  I 
have  juft  related.  I  have  hitherto  only  proved, 
that  the  L — t — t  G — v— —t  did  what  lie  was  not 
inftrufted  to  do.  I  will  now  convince  yoiu 
Lordfhip  and  the  world,  that  he  did  what  the 
K—  his  M-ft-r  had  exprefsly  inftrufted  him 

not  to  do . 


For,  I  aver,  that  the  K — ’s  inftruftions  were 

B  4  tranf- 
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tranfmitted  to  the  L> — t — t  G — v _ r,  not  to 

execute  the  r  1  intentions  in  favour  of  the 
Tj  nch  Roman  Catholic  fubjecls,  in  as  far  as 
tcofe  intentions  regarded  the  Council ,  until  certain 
provifions  had  been  made  by  the  Legiflature  of 
the  Ifland  fuch  as  laying  on  the  impoft  of  the 
4  4-  per  cent .  duty,  and  building  churches  for 
the  public  profeffion  of  the  Proteftant  religion 
*  nor  even  then,  until  the  K — ’s  pleafure  fhould 
be  further  known  on  the  fubjedt.  Thefe  pro- 
vi lions  Lad  not  been  made  by  the  Legiflature  ; 
and  therefore  the  L — t — t  G — *-v — r  was  bound, 

if  the  K —  has  power  to  bind  him1,  not  to  do 
»  what  he  did.

If  your  Lordfhip  did  not  yourfelf  tranfmit 
tlu  fe  infiruftions,  you  will  find  that  they  were 
ti  anfmittea  Copies  of  them  are  in  your  office. 

'  Look  at  them  I  befeech  you,  my  Lord,  and 
be  convinced,  if  you  doubt  the  truth  of  my  at 
fertion. 


And,  my  Lord,  if  thefe  things  be  fo,  fhall 
I  venture  to  aflc  your  Lordfhip,  what  is  due  to 
the  temerity  of  the  L— t— t  G—v — r,  who  has 
io  palpably  contravened  thofe  inftrudlions,  which 
he  was  bound  implicitly  to  obey  ?— And  dare  I 

fay 
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fay,  my  Lord,  that  it  behoves  you  to  difavow 
the  letter ,  which  the  L — t — t  G — v — r  told-the 
Council  he  had  received  from  you,  as  a  warrant 
for  what  he  had  done  ;  if,  as  I  moft  truly  be¬ 
lieve  the  fa£t  to  be,  your  Lordfhip  never  wrote 
any  fuch? —  And,  believing  as  I  do,  that  no 
fuch  letter  ever  was  written,  it  is  fcarcely  necef- 
fary  to  fay,  that,  if  it  had  exifted,  it  could  not 
have  had  the  effeft  of  repealing  the  K — ’s  in- 
ftru6tions  under  his  fign  manual. 

Upon  the  25th  of  September,  the  day  to 
which  the  AfT — b-y  of  Gr-n-da  Hood  adjourn¬ 
ed,  the  Council,  viewing  this  alarming  attempt 
in  the  only  light  in  which  it  can  be  viewed,  met  * 
and  among  other  refolutions,  which,  lor  their 
juftification,  they  thought  it  neceffary  to  come 
to,  is  the  following,  which  I  tranferibe  from  their 
printed  J — rn-ls : 

<c  Refolved,  That  it  appears  to  this  Board,  - 
<c  that  upon  thefe  grounds,  when  the  G — v — r, 

“  with  the  utmoft  violence,  infilled  upon  ap- 
“  pointing  and  fwearing  in  the  Gentlemen,  at 
“  the  laft  meeting,  contrary  to  the  opinion  of 
tc  the  Board,  the  Council  t] -ought  proper  to 
^  withdraw  themfelves  for  that  time ,  not  with 

41  any 
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«c  air/  defign  to  abfent  themfelves  from  the  pub- 
lie  bufinefs,  which  they  declare  they  are  al- 
‘c  ways  willing  and  ready  to  attend  ;  but  merely 
with  a  view  to  prevent  his  Honour  from  car- 
“  ryinginto  execution  a  meafure,  which  'appeared 
“  to  them  to  be  fo  illegal,  and  in  hopes,  upon 
cooler  deliberation,  the  reafons  urged  at  the 
u  Board,  might  appear  to  his  Honour  of  fuffi- 
cient  weight,  to  induce  him  to  defift  from  fo 
44  dangerous  a  meafure.”

The  Council  then  proceeded  to  the  bufinefs  of 
the  Col— y  which  lay  before  them — fome  of 
which  being  done,  they  were  adjourned. 


Upon  the  27th  of  September  ( Two  days  after) 

J — n  G—  h-m,  Efquire,  the  Prelident  of  the 
Council,  and  W— 11 — m  L— c~s,  Efquire,  the 
K— .’s  A — rn— y  G — r-1,  another  Member  of 
the  Council,  attended  the  L — t — t  G — v— r  by  * 
his  own  defire,  when  he  expreffed  his  with,  that 
the  K — ’s  intentions,  in  favour  of  the  French 
Roman  Catholic  fubje&s,  might  be  carried  into 
execution,  without  oppefition  from  the  Council. 
— To  which  he  was  anfwered,  that  the  objefti-

ons  of  the  Council  to  the  admiffion  of  the  new 

fubjetts,  as  Members,  on  the  24th  of  Auguft, 

were 


I 
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were  not  founded  on  their  being  new  adopted 
Roman  Catholic  fubjefts — that  matter  having 
yet  had  no  fhare  in  the  'deliberations  of  the 
Council— but  on  the  K — 's  infiruttions.  The 
L — t — t  G — v — r  then  affected  to  underftand 
the  dilpute  in  a  different  light  from  what  he  had 
before  done — and  faid  he  would  drop  the  mat- 

ter,  and  would  write  to  the  S - y  of  S — e 

on  the  deficiency  of  his  powers.  He  alfo  added, 
that  he  would  do  the  Council  the  juftice  to  repre- 

fent  to  his  M - y,  that  their  conduct  was  not 

founded  on  the  Two  perfons  being  new  adopted 
Roman  Catholic  fubjedts  *,  but  only,  on  what  they 
conceived  to  be  a  want  of  power  in  him,  the 
L — t — t  G — v — r,  to  appoint  any  perfons  what¬ 
ever  to  be  of  the  Council. 

Upon  the  28th,  the  Prefident,  and  P-t-k 
M — vv-11,  Efq;  the  next  eldeft  Member  of  the 
Council,  attended  the  L — t — t  G — v — r,  and 
obferved  to  him,  that  the  Affembly  had  conti¬ 
nued  to  fit  every  day  fince  their  meeting  on  the 
25th — whilft  the  Council  were  not  permitted  to 
meet,  although  the  Members  were  all  attending 
in  to  \  n  for  that  purpofe,  to  the  great  incon¬ 
venience  of  their  private  affairs  : — And  as  it 
had  been  whifpered  that  the  Members  of  the 
Council  were  to  be  fufpended,  thofeTwo  Gentle¬ 
men 
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men  infmuated  to  the  L — -t — t  G — v— r,  that 
they  were  apprehenfive  fome  violent  ftep  was 
about  to  be  taken.  The  L— t — t  G — v — r 
thereupon  gave  them  the  mod  folemn  a  durances, 
that  no  violent  meafure  ever  had  been  intended, 
or  fbould  take  place,  whatever  other  notice  he 
might  think  proper  to  take  of  the  J — n-ls  of 
the  25th.  The  Prefident  then  told  the  L — t — t 
G— v — r,  that  the  Members  of  the  Council, 
upon  being  informed  that  he  had  dropped  his 
defign  of  j  wearing  in  the  Two  new  fubjeels,  had 
agreed  to  defer  the  publication  of  their  J — n-ls 
kill  the  next  meeting,  when  they  would  forbid 
the  publifhing  fo  much  of  them  as  had  retro- 
fpedl  to  that  affair. 

Such  was  the  fituation  of  this  difpute  on  the 
28th, — and  fuch,  and  fo  great,  was  the  profpeft 
of  an  amicable  termination  of  it  at  that  time. 
How  the  L — t — t  G — v — r  adhered  to  that 
word,  which  ought  to  be  facred  to  every  man, 
but  particularly  lo  to  a  reprefentative  of  the 
K- — j  will  now  appear. 

For,  upon  the  29th,  the  very  day  after  thefe 
affurances  had  been  given,  early  in  the  morning, 
the  Cl-rk  of  the  C — ncil  received  a  letter  from 

the 
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the  L — t — t  G — v — r,  informing  him,  that  he, 
the  L — t — t  G — v — r,  had  thought  proper,  for 
divers  caufes,  which  fhould  be  inferred  in  the 
Council  books,  to  fufpend  and  remove  from  his 
M — y’s  Council  of  Gr-n-da  and  the  Gr-n-d — s, 
[abfolutely,  and  not  even  until  his  M — y’s  plea- 
fure  fhould  be  known,]  the  Prefident  and  Five 
other  Members — and  the  Clerk  of  the  Council 
was  thereby  required  to  fignify  to  them,  that  he 
had  accordingly  fufpended  and  removed  them 
from  fitting,  voting,  or  afiifting  in  his  M — y*s 
faid  Council,  and  that  he  fhould  direct  a  copy 
of  his  reafons  for  fo  doing  to  be  delivered  to 
each  of  them. 

The  following  is  a  literal  copy  of  this  very  ex¬ 
traordinary  letter  :

I  muft  here,  my  Lord,  make  one  obfervation 
on  this  letter.  Your  Lordlhip  will  perceive, 
that  even  if  the  L — t — t  G — v — r  had  power  to 
fufpend  the  Members  of  the  Council  in  this 
extraordinary  manner,  the  foregoing  letter  is  not 
a  fufpenfion .  It  is  not,  I  repeat,  the  aft  of  fuf- 
penfion  ;  and  I  am  warranted  fo  to  fay,  from  the 
terms  in  which  it  is  couched  *,  for  it  plainly  bears 
reference  to  fome  preceding  aft,  and  only  informs 
the  Cl-rk  of  the  C — ncil — not  that  the  L — t — t 
G— v — r  does  thereby  fufpend  the  Six  Members — 
but  that  he  had  thought  proper  to  fufpend  them, 
and  direfts  the  Clerk  to  inform  them,  that  he 
had  fufpended  them.  When,  therefore,  the 
Clerk  had  given  them  this  information,  what  did 

the 
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the  Members  of  the  Council  know  ?  Why,  that 
the  L — t — t  G — v — r  had  been  pleafed  to  fay 
that  he  had  fufpended  them.  But  they  remained 
totally  ignorant  in  what  manner ,  how  or  by  what 
aft  they  had  been  fufpended.  This  they  cer¬ 
tainly  had  a  right  to  know.  But  the  faft  is,  no 
preceding  meafure  refpefting  the  fufpenfion  had 
been  taken,  no  preceding  aft  exifted  ;  and, 
therefore,  the  letter  to  the  Cl-rk  of  the  C — ncil 
only  conveyed  falfe  information. 

But,  my  Lord,  fuppofe  this  letter  had  been 

differently  worded.  I  will  put  it  in  the  ftrongeft 

way  for  the  L — t — t  G — v — r,  and  fuppofe 

that  he  had  written  it  in  thefe  terms, — ct  You 

<c  will  pleafe  to  fignify  to  them,  that  1  do  here- 

“  by,  and  by  virtue  of  this  letter,  fufpend  and 

<c  remove  them.” — I  do  not  hefitate  to  fay,  that 

this  would  have  been  an  illegal  fufpenfion  : — So 

the  C— ncil  thought  it  :  «•-  So  the  L — t — t 

G — v — r  himfelf  afterwards  thought  it;  and  I 

will  ihew  your  Lordfhip  why  I  fay  fo,  why  the 
,  * 

C — ncil  thought  fo,  and,  before  it  be  long,  why 
the  L — t — t  G — v — r  himfelf  thought  fo. 


It  may  be  trite,  my  Lord,  upon  this  occafion, 
to  obfcrve,  that  the  L — t — t  G — v — r  derives 

all 
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all  his  powers  and  authorities  in  Gr-n-da  from 
the  K — ’s  com  million  and  inftruftions : — When¬ 
ever  therefore  he  exerciles  any  aft  of  power,  not 
warranted  by  that  commiffion  and  thofe  inftruc- 
tions — whenever  he  grofsly  violates,  or  wan¬ 
tonly  difobeys  them — I  am  fure  I  need  not  tell 
your  Lordlhip  he  commits  an  illegal  aft. 

It  will  be  neceiTary,  my  Lord,  before  I  proceed 
farther,  to  lay  before  your  Lordlhip,  the  K — ?s 

inftruftions  to  the  C - r  in  C — f,  refpefting 

/ 

the  power  of  fufpenfion ;  whereby  your  Lord- 
fhip  will  perceive  what  power  to  fufpend,  under 
what  reftriftions,  and  in  what  manner  to  beexer- 

cifed,  the  L — t— t  G — v — r  as  C — - r  in 

C — f  hath. 

<c  And  it  is  our  will  and  pleafure,  that  you 
tc  do,  and  you  are  hereby  authorized  to  iufpend 

“  and  remove  any  of  the  Members  of  our  laid

Members  of  our  faid  Council,  when  they 
fhall  have  been  confirmed  by  us  as  aforefaid, 
without  good  and  fufficient  caufe ,  nor  without 
the  confent  of  a  majority  of  the  faid  Council. \ 
fitting  in  Council ,  after  due  examination  of 
the  charge  againft  fuch  L — t — t  G — v — r 
or  Councillor,  and  his  anfwer  thereunto : 
And  in  cafe  of  fufpenfion  of  any  of  them,  you 
are  to  caufe  your  reafons  for  fo  doing,  toge¬ 
ther  with  the  charges  and  proofs  againft  fuch 
perfon,  and  his  anfwer  thereunto,  to  be  duly 
entered  upon  the  Council  books,  and  forth¬ 
with  to  tranfmic  copies  thereof  to  our 
C — mif — rs  for  T — e  and  PI — t — ns,  in  order 
to  be  laid  before  us:  Neverthelefs  //itfhould 
happen  that  you  fhould  have  reafons  for  fuf- 
pending  any  of  the  faid  perfons,  not  fit  to  be 
communicated  to  the  Council ,  you  may,  in  that 
cafe ,  lufpend  fuch  perfon,  without  the  confent 
of  the  faid  Council :  But  you  are  thereupon 
immediately  to  fend  to  our  C — mif — rs  for 
T — e  and  PI — t — ns,  in  order  to  be  laid  before 
us,  an  account  of  your  proceedings  therein*' 
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<c  together  with  your  reafons  at  large  for  - not 
tc  communicating  the  fame  to  the  Council ,  and  a 
“  duplicate  thereof  by  the  next  opportunity.” 

Thus,  and  wifely,  my  Lord,  hath  the  C - n 

reftrained  the  C - r  in  C — f  from  a  wanton 

exercife  of  a  power,  which,  if  it  was  not  fo 
reftrained,  might  be  fatal  to  the  very  being  of 
the  Col — y.  The  fingle  queftion  now,  my 
Lord,  is,  whether  it  appears,  that  the  L — t — t 
G — v — r  had  reafons  for  this  fufpenfion,  (fup- 
pofing,  what  I  by  no  means  allow,  that  it  was 
one)  not  fit  to  be  communicated  to  the  Council. 

And  i  humbly  apprehend,  that  the  narration 
of  fadts  which  I  have  given  your  Lordfhip, 
proves  the  total  abfence  of  all  fuch  reafons .  The 
only  crime,  of  which  the  Council  was  guilty, 
appears  to  have  been  a  difference  of  opinion  with 
the  L — t — t  G — v— r,  as  to  the  time  when  his 

M - y  meant  that  his  intention  to  admit  Two 

French  Roman  Catholics  into  his  Council  of 
Gr-n-da,  fhould  be  carried  into  execution— and 
uftng  that  power,  which  is  inherent  in  them  ;  I 
mean  the  taking  certain  laudable  refolutions  at 
their  next  meeting,  for  their  own  juftification.

1  his  was  the  full  extent  of  their  guilt  *,  ^and 
fureiy  the  mofl  zealous  advocate  of  the  L — t — t 
G  v  r,  does  not  mean  to  ofFer  thefe^  as  reafons 
not  fit  to  be  communicated  to  the  Council .  Indeed, 
my  Lord,  to  fay  more  on  this  part  of  the  fub- 
jeit,  would  be  to  trifle  with  your  time. 

Some  other  reafons  might,  indeed,  have  influ¬ 
enced  the  conduct  of  the  L — t — t  G — v — r. 
The  conftitutional  demeanor  of  the  Council,  in 
preventing  the  L— t—t  G— v— r  from  ailing 
in  diredt  oppofition  to  a  pofitive  law  of  the 
country,  was  perhaps  remembered  ;  but  their 
forcing  Mr.  S — t-n  from  his  feat  at  their  Board, 
was,  moft  likely,  their  greateft  meafure  of  guilt; 

in  the  eye  of  the  virtuous ,  difint  ere  fled ,  and  con- 

/ 

ftitutional  advifer  of  the  L — t — t  G — v — r.  As 
thefe,  however,  will  fcarcely  be  mentioned  by  the 
L — t — t  G — v — r  as  reafons  for  his  conduit,  I 
only  offer  them  as  my  own  conjedtures;  and  your 
Lordfhip,  if  you  know  the  ftate  of  politics  in 
Gr-n-da,  and  thofe  who  do  know  it,  can  beft 
judge,  whether  they  are,  or  are  not  probable. 

I  truft,  then,  my  Lord,  that  it  docs  fully  ap¬ 
pear  to  .your  Lordfhip,  that  the  L — t— t 

C  2  G — v — r 
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G — v — r  had  not  fuch  reafons  for  this  fufpen- 
fion,  as  were  not  fit  to  be  communicated  to  the 
Council. — But  if  your  Lordlhip  can  at  this  time 
have  a  particle  of  doubt,  give  me  leave  to  requeft 
you  to  advert  to  the  letter  itfelf,  of  the  L — t — t 
G — v — r,  which  mull  immediately  difpel  it ; 
becaufe  that  letter  contains  a  full  and  fufficient 
acknowledgment,  from  the  L — t — t  G — v — r 
himfelf,  that  he  had  no  fuch  reafons ;  for  in  it 
he  fays,  “  As  I  have  thought  proper,  for  divers 
IC  caufes,  which  Jhall  be  infer  ted  in  the  Council 
ct  books ,  &c.”  and  “  I  fhall  direft  a  copy  of  my 
“  reafons  for  fo  doing  to  be  delivered  to  each  of 
“  them”  Now,  my  Lord,  if  I  know  the  lead 
concerning  the  agreement  or  difagreement  of 
ideas,  caufes  which  fhall  be  inferted  in  the  Council 
booksy  and  reafonsy  a  copy  of  which  fhall  be  delivered 
to  each  fufpended  Member ,  are  not,  nor  can  be, 
reafons  not  fit  to  be  communicated  to  the  Council. 
My  logic  will  not  reconcile  fo  palpable  an 
inconfiftency  •,  and  I  believe  it  will,  at  leaft, 
require  the  cafuiftry,  the  fecret  evafion  and  men¬ 
tal  refervation  of  a  St.  Omer's  Jefuit  to  do  lo. 

Here,  my  Lord,  I  reft  this  part  of  the  quef- 
tion^  firmly  believing,  that  you  perceive  that 

the 
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the  only  cafe,  in  which  the  C - *r  in  C — f  of 

Gr-n-da  can  fufpend  a  Member  of  the  Council, 
without  the  confent  of  a  majority  of  the  faid 
Council,  after  due  examination  of  the  charge 
againft  fuch  Councillor,  and  his  anfwer  thereun¬ 
to,  is  that ,  in  which  he  has  reafons  for  fuch  fuf- 
penfion  not  fit  to  be  communicated  to  the  Coun¬ 
cil — that  in  this  cafe  the  L — t — t  G — v — r  had 
not,  nor  does  even  pretend  to  ha ve^fuch  reafons 
— and,  therefore,  that  this  fufpenfion  was  illegal , 
abfolutely  null  and  void,  and  of  no  effedt. 

The  Members  of  the  Council  for  thefe  rea¬ 
fons  believing  it  abfolutely  void  ah  initio ,  thought 
it  highly  necefiary  to  aflemble  together  imme¬ 
diately,  in  order  to  exprefs  their  fenle  of  it;  and 
therefore,  on  the  fame  day,  met,  and  came  to 
the  following  refolutions,  as  appears  on  their 
J — rn-ls :

This,  my  Lord,  is  mod  certainly  a  fufpenfion  •, 
becaufe  the  L— t— t  G— v— r,  for  reafons, 
which  he  efieemed  not  fit  to  be  communicated  to 
the  Council,  did  thereby  fufpend  the  Six  Mem¬ 
bers.  To  this  therefore  they,  as  became  them, 

fubmitted. 


I  have,  my  Lord,  elfewhere  *  ventured  to 
fay,  that  the  L— t— t  G— v— r  himfelf  thought 
that  his  letter  to  the  Cl-rk  of  t lie  C  ncil  was 
an  illegal  and  void  fufpenfion.  This  his  fecond 
fufpenfion  warrants  me  to  fay  •,  for,  if  I  mistake 
not,  it  amounts  to  a  compleat  difavowal  or  the

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firft.  Your  Lordfhip  will  perceive,  that  the  fe- 
cond  fufpenfion  has  no  reference  to  the  firft,  nor 
to  any  fuppofed  illegal  meeting  of  the  Council ; 
which  it  is  moft  probable  would  have  been  the 
cafe,  had  the  I., — t — t  G — v — r  conceived  that 
his  letter  to  the  Cl-rk  of  the  C — ncil  was  a  legal 
fufpenfion,  and  that  the  Council  had  met  in  de¬ 
fiance  of  his  authority  :  But  from  the  manner  in 
which  it  is  penned,  the  L — t — t  G — v — r  mud 
have  been  convinced  of  his  error:  —  In  this, 
therefore,  he  has  altered  his  tone  *,  and  inftead 
of  wording  it  in  the  very  extraordinary  manner 
of  his  letter  to  the  Cl-rk  of  the  C — ncil,  he  pur- 
fjes  the  K — ’s  inftruftions,  by  inferting  the 
words  cc  for  divers  reafons  not  fit  to  be  commu- 

nicated  to  the  Council,  but  which  fhall  be  laid 

<c  before  his  M - y,”  and,  fpeaking  in  the 

prefent  tenfe,  does ,  by  that  aft,  without  even 
noticing  any  former,  fufpend  the  Six  Members  ; 
who,  if  they  had  been  before,  could  not  be  a 
fecond  time  fufpended,  without  an  intermediate 
reftoration  to  their  feats  had  taken  place.  Thus, 
my  Lord,  has  the  L — t — t  G — v — r  abandoned 
his  firft  aft,  fuch  as  it  was. 

My  Lord,  you  are  now  poffefled  of  the  whole 

of 
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of  this  difpute  ;  and  it  is  left  to  your  Lordfhip 
— to  every  friend  of  our  moft  excellent  K —  and 
his  g — nm — t  —  to  every  lover  of  freedom  and 
the  conftitution  —  and  particularly  to  all  thofe 
who  have  adventured  their  property  in  Gr-n-da, 
and  who  are  interefted  in  its  welfare,  to  make 
fuch  refleftions  as  naturally  fuggeft  themfelves, 
on  this  unwarrantable  exercife  of  power,  by  the 

C - r  in  Ch — f  in  Gr-n-da,  in  defiance  of 

that  authority  which  created  him.  If,  upon  a 
fair,  unbiaffed,  and  impartial  enquiry,  your 
Lordfhip  can  be  of  opinion  that  the  L — t — t 
G—v — r’s  conduct  deferves  your  approbation — 
he  will  without  doubt  have  it :  But  if,  on  the 
other  hand,  he  has  afted  in  a  violent,  arbitrary,  il¬ 
legal,  and  unconflitutional  manner —  if  he  has  mod 
grofsly  violated  the  K —  his  m — ft — r’s  inftruc- 
tions — if  he  has  attempted  to  render  the  Coun¬ 
cil  infignificant  and  ufelefs,  by  moft  unjuftly 
depriving  the  Members  of  their  feats,  for  pre- 
luming  to  differ  in  opinion  from  him — when 
that  difference  too  was  founded  on  the  K — ’s 
inftruftions — then,  my  Lord,  juftice  calls  aloud 
for  the  immediate  reftoration  of  thofe,  who  have 
been  unjuftly  deprived  by  fo  wanton  an  adl  of 
power.  Every  honeft  inhabitant  of  Gr-n-da  de¬ 
mands, 
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mands,  and  every  good  fubjedt  of  the  K —  will 
expedt  it  at  your  hands. 

I  have  not,  my  Lord,  admitted  the  fmalleft 
doubt  into  my  mind,  but  that  your  Lordfhip’s 
wifhes  are  to  be  impartial  on  this  occafion,  and 
to  render  juftice  where  it  is  due.  There  are  not, 
indeed,  wanting  thofe  who  fufpedt,  that  the 
L — t — t  G — v — r  of  Gr-n-da  would  not  have 
dared  to  proceed  the  lengths  he  has  gone,  in  di¬ 
rect  contradiction  to  the  K — ’s  inftrudtions,  if 
he  had  not  had  affurances  of  protection  from 
thofe  who  were  able  to  afford  it  to  him  :  But 
your  Lordfhip  will,  by  your  condudt,  demon- 
ftrate  to  the  world  the  falfhood  of  this  fufpicion  ; 
and  convince  all  mankind,  that  no  G — v — r, 
whoever  he  may  be,  fhall  dare,  with  impunity, 
to  contravene  the  inftrudtions  of  his  K — ,  or  to 
exceed  the  bounds  with  which  his  duty  is  cir- 
cunifcribed. 

My  Lord,  it  requires  a  much  abler  pen  than 
I  hold,  to  paint  to  your  Lordfhip  the  diftradted 
fituation  of  the  Colony  of  Gr-n-da.  The  K — ’s 
natural-born  fubjedts,  it  appears  from  the  moft 
accurate  and  the  lateft  calculations,  poffefs  more 

than 
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than  two  thirds  of  the  property  of  the  I (land.— 
This  portion  confifts,  chiefly,  of  confiderable 
fugar  plantations,  many  of  which  are  the  pro¬ 
perty  of  Gentlemen  who  refide  in  this  kingdom. 
The  French  Roman  Catholics  do  not  poflefs  one 
third  of  the  property. — Of  this  (hare,  a  very  great 
part  confifts  of  fugar  plantations,  belonging  to 
about  fifteen  or  fixteen  French  Roman  Catholics, 
one  half  of  whom  either  refide  with  their  families 
in  France,  or  are  fettling  eftates  in  the  French 
Colonies. — 1  he  remaining  part  is  divided  into  a 
great  number  of  coffee,  cocoa,  and  cotton  fet- 
tlements,  polfefled  by  a  confiderable  number  of 
the  French  Roman  Catholic  fubje&s,  through 
the  influence  of  whofe  numbers,  the  elections 
are  in  the  hands  of  the  French ;  who,  by  this 
mean,  are  the  foie  makers  of  the  Reprefentative 
body  :  And,  my  Lord,  it  is  a  melancholy  truth, 
that,  under  this  influence,  there  are  at  prefent, 
of  the  AfT— b-y  in  Gr-n-da,  One  alien.  One 
Member  under  age.  Five  without  any  qualifica¬ 
tion,  One  with  a  doubtful  qualification.  Five  or 
Six  abfent  in  this  Kingdom,  Three  Officers  of 
the  army,  and  Four  Frenchmen,  who  do  not 
lpeak  or  underftand  one  word  of  Englifh. — Such 
is  the  Representation  or  the  Colony !  And  when 

notice. 
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notice  hath  been  taken  to  fome  of  thefe  perfons 
of  their  want  of  qualification,  they  immediately 
afk,  “  Who  is  to  enquire  into  that  ?” — and  add, 
“  None  but  the  Houfe,  and  that,  you  may  be 
“  fure,  they  won’t  do.”  And  fo  much,  my 
Lord,  is  the  L — t— t  G — v — r  in  the  intereft 
of  thefe  men,  that  they  lately  ventured,  wan¬ 
tonly  to  make  a  rule,  that  Seven  Members  of 
the  A  IT — b-y  fhould  make  a  Houfe  ;  whereas 
the  K— ’s  inftrudtions,  which  have  been  com¬ 
municated  to  them,  pofitivcly  diredt,  that  not 
lefs  than  Eleven  Members  fhall  be  fufficient  to 
make  a  Houfe,  to  do  any  bufinefs  whatever  : 
And  on  this  occafion  their  encouragement  was, 
that  “  no  one  can  take  notice  of  it  but  the 
“  L — t — t  G — v — r,  and  he  won’t  do  it.” 

Out  of  this  Reprefentation,  my  Lord,  fuch  as 
it  is,  the  new  Council,  of  the  L—t — t  G — v — r, 
is  chiefly  to  be  compofed  ;  and  then  the  French 
Roman  Catholics  will  have  got  the  dominion  of 
the  Ifland.  The  late  Council  was  the  only  bul¬ 
wark  of  the  Englifh  fubjedts — They  are  gone  ; 
and  now  the  new  fubjedts,  as  they  are  lovingly 
called,  have  all  things  there  in  their  power. 
They  have  even  perfons  too  in  their  power — 

Thofe 
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Thofe  who  do  not  approve  of  the  violent  mea- 
lures  in  their  favour,  dare  not  oppofe  them 
for  fuch  is  their  vindictive  fpirit,  that  they  unite, 
as  one  man,  againft  all  who  prefume  to  exprefs 
their  difapprobation  of  thofe  meafures.  Of  this 
man  they  will  buy  no  goods — that,  they  will  not 
employ — a  third  has  his  provifions  fpoiled  on  his 
hands — others  loft  their  employers,  merely  be- 
caufe  they  figned  a  memorial,  expreflive  of  their 
fentiments,  to  the  G  —  v — r  and  Council,  in 
1767  —  not  to  mention  their  condudt  towards 
thofe  who  had  figned  another  in  1 765.  By  thefe 
and  the  like  means,  they  keep  every  body,  ex¬ 
cept  a  few,  who  by  their  confequence  and  pro¬ 
perty  are  placed  above  their  frowns,  very  quiet, 
although  very  much  difeontented.  This,  my 
Lord,  will,  in  fome  meafure,  account  for  the 
puffs  given  to  your  Lordfhip  of  the  late  tranquil¬ 
lity  of  the  Colony.- — The  Engliflh  fubjedts,  by 
the  methods  above  hinted  ;  by  the  miireprefenta- 
tions  of  their  condudt,  which  were  made  here  ; 
and  the  depreftion  they  were  kept  under,  as  if 
they  were  unworthy  even  the  notice  of  A — ft— n, 
had  been  long  quiet  before  the  g — v — m  — t 
devolved  upon  L — t — t  G — v — r  F — m — r — e  v 
and  continued  fo,  until  oppreffion  hath  at  length 
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outdone  itfelf.  In  that  fenfe  the  Colony  might 
have  been  faid  to  be  tranquil :  But  pray,  my 
Lord,  upon  what  pretence  did  the  L — t — t 
G — v — r  aflame  to  himfelf  the  merit  of  eftablifh- 
ing  even  that  fort  of  tranquillity  ? 

The  Aff — b-y  of  Gr-n-da,  my  Lord,  arc 
about  bringing  in  a  money-bill.  The  fufpen- 
fion  of  the  Council  hath  given  fuch  univerfal 
difguft  to  all  the  Englifh  fubjeds,  that  many 
of  them  have  publicly  declared,  that  they  will 
pay  no  taxes,  which  are  impofed  by  any  law 
pafled  with  the  confent  of  the  new  Council  to 
be  conftituted  by  the  I, — t — t  G — v — r  ;  and 
they  are  likely  to  be  followed  in  this  refolution 
by  many  more.  Doubts  too,  my  Lord,  and 
thofe  far  from  being  frivolous,  have  been  alfo 
fiarted  about  the  legality  of  the  deciflons  of  this 
new  Council,  as  a  Court  of  Error  ; — and,  in 
fhort,  every  one  of  its  ads,  as  a  branch  of  the 
Legiflature,  or  as  a  judicial  Court,  will  be  of 
doubtful  validity,  and  fubjed  to  litigation  and 
conteft. — -Thus  is  diftradion  added  to  diftrac- 
tion  j  and  nothing  but  anarchy  and  irrecoverable 
confufion  will  enfue  in  the  Ifland. 

One  thing  more,  my  Lord,  to  fill  up  the 

/ 
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meafure  of  the  woes  of  thofe  diftreffed  fubje&s 
- — The  very  fountain  of  juftice  is  polluted, 
and  no  longer  flows  free  and  incorrupt.  Poli¬ 
tics,  and  politics  only,  occupy  the  attention  of 
the  prefent  Ad— ft — n  in  Gr-n-da.  In  vain  is 
a  C — t  of  Ch-nc-ry  eftablilhed  in  the  Ifland  for 
the  relief  of  the  K — ’s  fubje&s — in  vain  do  they 
refort  to  it  for  eq — ty  —  It  is  a  truth,  my  Lord, 

that  the  L — t — t  G — v — r,  who,  as  C — — - r 

in  C — f,  is  Ch — c-ll-r  of  the  Ifland,  has  not  held 
that  C — t,  for  a  very  confiderable  time  before 
the  lafl:  accounts  left  the  Ifland. 

My  Lord,  the  K — ’s  natural-born  fubjefts 
adventured  their  perfons  and  property  in 
Gr-n-da,  under  the  fulleft  aflurances  *  of  the 
protection  and  fupport  of  G — v — -m — t :  And, 
my  Lord,  never  fuffer  it  to  be  laid,  with  truth, 
that  they  in  vain  feek  that  protection  and  fup¬ 
port.  The  evils  under  which  they  labour,  call 
aloud  for  remedy.  Think,  my  Lord,  of  their 
prefent  danger.  RefleCt  what  would  be  their  fi- 
tuation  in  the  event  of  a  war.  The  Author  of 
thefe  fheets,  my  Lord,  hath  a  large  property  in

To  you,  my  Lord,  the  inhabitants  look  for 
relief.  It  is  in  your  Lordfhip’s  power  to  give 
them  immediate  relief.  Truth  forces  more 
from  me,  my  Lord — It  is  in  your  power,  with  a 
little  pains,  to  put  a  final  end  to  all  the  differences 
and  heart-burnings  which  fubfift  in  the  Ifland.- 
It  muft  be  repeated,  my  Lord,  thefe  things  are 
in  your  power .  The  maxim  divide  et  impera , 
is  applicable  only  to  our  enemies^  But  your 
Lordfhip  does  not  wifh  to  apply  thew  t0  the  Co- 
1-n — s.  Vanity,  my  Lord,  makes  no  part  of 
your  charadter;  and  you  are  fuperior  to  the  low 
wifh  of  having  your  confequence  increafed,  and 
vour  levees  better  attended,  by  the  internal  di-

vifion  of  all  our  Colonies. 


But,  my  Lord,  I  may  be  told,  that,  having 
afcribed  to  you  the  power,  I  ought  to  point  out 
to  you  the  means  of  relief  for  Gr-n-da.  That 
too  I  will  prefume  to  do.  Know  then,  my 
Lord,  that,  for  the  immediate  relief  of  that 
Ifland,  it  is  neceflary  that  fome  perfon  fhould  be 
ordered  out,  capable  to  adminifter  the  K 
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government  there — that  the  deprived  Members 
of  the  Council  Ihould  be  immediately  reftored, 
with  an  approbation  of  that  conduct,  which  de- 
ferves  even  reward,  and  which  entitles  them  to 
the  love  of  all  their  fellow- fubj edts  —  and  effec¬ 
tual  meafures  fhould  be  taken,  to  prevent  a 
continuation  of  that  influence  of  the  French  Ro¬ 
man  Catholics  at  eleddons,  which  caufes  the 
whole  Reprefentative  Body,  except  the  Mem¬ 
bers  for  the  capital  town,  to  be  the  creation  of 
thofe  lubjedts.  Some  things  more,  my  Lord,  may 
be  neceffary  ;  but  thefe  are  effen daily  and  im¬ 
mediately  fo.

What  may  be  neceffary  effedtually  to  re-efta- 
blifh  the  tranquillity  of,  and  to  reftore  harmony 
and  confidence  in  the  Ifland,  feems,  my  Lord, 
to  be  one  of  two  things — iff.  If  fatal  confe- 
quences  have  refulted  from  the  admifiion  of 
French  Roman  Catholics  into  the  legiflature  and 
magiftracy,  let  the  Britiflj  confutation  be  refiored 
to  the  Ifland  :  Or — 2cily,  If  it  be  thought  ne¬ 
ceffary  and  expedient  to  give  thofe  fubjedts  a 
fmall  fhare  of  power,  under  certain  limitations 
and  reftridlions,  let  it  be  done  by  an  a£l  of  Par¬ 
liament ,  taking  effedtual  care,  at  the  fame  time, 
to  defeat  their  baneful  influence  at  eledticns. — 

I  fay 
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I  fay  by  an  a£l  of  Parliament  *  for  trufi:  me,  my 
Lord,  when  I  tell  you,  that  until  the  alteration  in 
the  conftitution  of  Gr-n*da  is  eftablifhed  by  the 
fovereign  authority  of  the  legiflature  of  this  king - 
dom ,  there  will  be  a  party  in  the  IQand — and 
that  a  formidable,  as  well  as  a  refpeftable  one — « 
difpofed  to  difpute,  upon  the  moft  truly  conftitu - 
tional  grounds ,  the  legality  of  that  change. 

I  again  repeat,  my  Lord,  that  you  have  it  in  your 
power  to  relieve  the  diftreffed  and  unfortunate 
Englifh  inhabitants  of  Gr-n-da.  You  are  bound, 
my  Lord,  to  do  it  by  your  duty  to  your  K — 
— by  your  duty  to  your  country — by  all  the  ties 
of  religion  and  humanity — and,  my  Lord  !  by 
what  you  owe  your  own  confcience. 

One  thing  more,  my  Lord,  and  I  will  take  my 
leave.  Your  Lordfhip,  from  your  fituation,poffi- 
bly  faw  a  pamphlet,  fome  time  fince  publifhed, 
entitled, “  The  Grenada  Planter”:— If  your  Lord¬ 
fhip  recollefts  it  at  all,  you  muft  know  that  it 
was  a  defpicable  and  pitiful  performance  •,  made 
up  of  the  moft  palpable  and  malicious  falfhoods ; 
and  publifhed  with  the  apparent  defign  of  injur¬ 
ing  the  gentleman,  who  now  holds  his  M - y’s 

com  million  of  G — v- — r  in  C— f  of  the  S  th  n 
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C — — e  Iflands ; — and  yet,  a  report  hath  made 
its  way  abroad,  that  the  author  of  this  pamphlet 
is  to  be  appointed  C — f  J — e  of  Gr-n-da. — If 
this  be  true,  my  Lord,  every  good  Englifli  fub- 
jeft  of  that  Ifland  would  do  well  to  fell  his  pro¬ 
perty,  although  but  for  half  of  its  value,  and 
retire  as  quickly  as  pofiible  from  that  country,  in 
which  fuch  a  man  is  to  adminifter  juftice.  Had 
not  thejaw  determined,  that  the  publication  of 
truth  is  a  libel,  I  would  have  given  his  compo- 
fition  the  only  anfwer  which  it  deferved — I  would 
have  publifhed  the  name  of  its  author,  and  have 
difplayed  his  character  to  the  world,  in  all  its 
pomp  and  majejiy .
